DEVELOP NATURAL RESOURCES

NUMBER of the newspapers published in the state 


of Nevada are bewailing the fact that a very small 


percentage of the millions that have been produced by 
the Nevada mines has been Invested In Nevada and they 
are seeking for some plan to propose wherby the millions 
that are being taken from the Ooldneld and Tonopah dis- 
tricts can be kept within that stated). 


The solution of the seeming problem seems very easy. 


There should be some inducement given to those who ara 
drawing fortunes from the mines to Invest their surplus 
capital In developing the natural resources of the state, 
ether than mining. The sagebrush state has many re- 
Bources that await only Intelligent exploiting and develop- 
ment to return rich rewards to those who become Interest- 
ed. Under the proposed national irrigation system between 
Wadsworth and Lovelocks are hundreds of acres of the 
best sugar beet land In the west. This has been clearly 
demonstrated by several tests already made and with the 
great government Irrigation project completed and these 
lands under perfect cultivation there will be the opportun- 
ity presented for the profitable establishment vf one of the 
largest beet sugar factories In the west. What Is needed 
Id for the newspapers and the people of Nevada to take 
an Interest In the matter. They should unceasingly urge 
and encourage the establishment of such industries. 
In 


the states of Colorado. Utah and Idaho a bounty was given 
to encourage and the manufacture of sugar. Under this 
system It required only a few years for the Industry to be- 
come so* nrmly established that It la now accounted the 
second in Importance In those states and Is the source of 
untold wealth to the people who are connected with It In 
Us various branches. Many communities have sprung up 
and vast tracts of cultivated lands now appear, where 
formerly were apparently barren wastes, simply as a result 
«r beet raising and the building of sugar factories. 


The Southern Pacific, also. Is about to take advantage 


of a natural resource which has presented opportunities 
for development for years in vain to Nevada capital. It 
Is the utilisation of the water powew, going to waste in 
the mountains of that state, in generations of electricity. 
Here Is a field almost unlimited so far as possibilities are 
concerned. With the establishment of power plants and 
the generation of electricity would have come the solving 
of the problem of cheaper transportation for the state and 
the possibility to offer Inducements In the way of power 
for the establishment of industries. 
But the Nevadan-?. 


with Inconceivable apathy, have overlooked this, have failed 
to bring It to the attention of any of those who have been 
taking the millions from the mines, and an outside cor- 
poration has now stepped In prepared to convert this great 
resource to Its own use. 


There are Innumerable other chances to keep Nevada's 


capital In Nevada, but to successfully accomplish It the 
people must "boost" for themselves. Capitalists are near- 
ly always business men before becoming philanthropists, 
and they must be shown that they will receive returns on 
the capital Invested before they will become Interested In 
developing the resources of Nevada. 
The question Is not 


ene of sentiment, and. Just because they got millions out 
ef Nevada mines. Is no reason that they should spend 
those mlllons there unless it is a business proposition. 


The same comment holds goods In any section of the 


country. Ih this part of California the great water power 
I* being utilized, but there are still fields for profitable 
Investment. It rests with the people themselves, and when 
the chance comes for .•'boosting" an entreprlse let every 
citizen say a good word for It. It means the establishment 
of canneries and packing plants and many other Industries, 
It means the gradual conversion Into orchards and vine- 
yards of the hills and vales. It means a larger city, a well 
settled country and many more sources of Income and rev- 
enue and that Is what spells 
"prosperity"—continuous

Al. LJnderman. alias Frank Williams, 


the twice convicted murderer of Jack 
Welch, seems to take the judgment of 
the Jury In a calm and Indifferent 
manner and expresses hope for a new 
trial. 
He Is waiting impatiently for 


his sentence, however, and Is anxious 
to be taken to the States Prison. 


The murderer sat alone In his cell 


yesterday afternoon and slowly munch, 
ed a crust of bread, which formed a 
part of his dinner. 
Deputy Sheriff 


Dickey sat Just outside the steel cage 
and read a book, looking up every few 
minutes to see that the prisoner was 
not attempting suicide or escape. A 
visitor stepped to the door of the cage 
and looking through the bars spoke 
to the prisoner. 
Linderman slowly turned his eyes 


towards the speaker and In a calm 
voice greeted him: 
"How do you feel today Mr. Linder- 


man and do you wish to say anything 
In regard to the Judgment of the Jury?" 
he was asked. 
Linderman glanced 


quickly from the floor, where his eyes 
are usually turned and said: 


"Well, I feel pretty good, only I am 


not stuck on this dinner. 
The bread 


Is dry. the meat Is not very tender 
and In fact, I don't like the meal. I 
will soon be where I will get good 
meals, though. 
I will receive my sen- 


tence Saturday, and then I will go to 
Carson and be placed In the death 
cell. 
The thoughts of my coming fate 


Hhould 
probably disturb 
me, but I 


know that I will get a new trial and 
am anxious to get to Carson where I 
will get good food. 
I do not wish to 


complain of the Jail or of the Jailers, 
but the State can afford tp serve better 
meals than the county. 
"I cannot say that I am satisfied 


with the verdict of the Jury, as a sen- 
tence of death Is not agreeable to any 
person, but then I am sure the sen- 
tence will not be executed. 
I am only 


sorry that the flrst Jury did not agree. 
If that fellow Smith had agreed to 
second degree as the others were will- 
ing to <lo, I would now be In the Car 
son prison breaking rock with a life 
sentence to serve. Instead of waiting 
for the Judge to sentence me to be 
.hanged. 
I may have to serve a life 


, sentence. 
"As to those other prisoners, Roberts, 


Sevener. and Gorman. I know very lit 
tie of their case. 
I believe the State 


.made a very strong case against them. 
I have also heard that Attorneys Plk-» 
and Warren used great care In intro- 
ducing evidence and I think they have 
a very small chance for a new trial. 
They may get a new trial on account 
of the attorneys for the State offering 
the plstures In evidence, but then 
.•don't know much about their case ami 
cannot discuss lt."^

The Washoe Deep Well and Water 


Company began the laying of the'pipe 
which will supply the town of Sparks 
with water yesterday. 
About twenty- 


two carloads of pipe have been re- 
ceived and the work of hauling It to 
the pipe line was begun yesterday. 


The main pipe will be eight inches 


In diameter and the line will come 
through town on Harrlman street. The 
other pipes will have a diameter of 
six and four Inches. 


The well from which the water Is 


to be supplied has been sunk to a 
depth of twenty-five feet Considerable 
surface water has been encountered. 
It is proposed to sink the well to a 
great depth and receive the best of 
water for drinking purposes. The well 
will have a diameter of ten feet and 
will be concrete lined.
